Prosaically the brief despatches 
announce the news, yet. the very 
name is redolent of the primal poetry 
of civilization and evokes pictures 
that have been familiar to the world 


for thousands of years. Bectsheba—' 


we vision it as the mysterious sanc- 
tuary visited by the angels of — the 
Lord, the “place of the covenant,” 
where the first treaty of peace re- 
corded in the Bible was solemnly 
pledged, and where the life of the 
first nomad was sustained to found a 
mighty nation, whose descendants, 
the Arabs, be the way, assisted the 
British in investing the town and af- 
fecting its capture. 

Beersheba is one of the most an* 
cient of the towns of Palestine. In 
these days it enjoys the distinction 
of being a railroad town on a road 
that runs to the Egyptian border, It 
is about forty miles from Jerusalem, 
—“midwaybetween-Gaza and Hebron” 
and in the days of kings and the 
Judges it marked the southern limits 
of the land of Palestine. “From Dan 
to Beersheba” has passed into a pro- 
verb. 

The first mention f the. place in 
the Bible is in connection with the 
story of Hagar, the Egyptian, the 
bond wife of Abraham, and her son, 
Ishmael, the disinherited who were 
driven into the desert by Abraham, 
instigated by the jealousy of Sarah. 

“And Abraham rose up early in the 
morning and took bread and.a bottle 
of water and gave it unto Hagar, put- 
ting it on her shoulder, and the child 
and sent her away, and she departed 
and wandered in the wilderness of 
Beersheba.” 

And here, when she and the boy 
were forespent with thirst, the angel ! 
of the Lord appeared to Hagar and 
“opened her eyes and she saw a well) 
of water, and she went and filled the 
bottle with water, and gave the lad 
drink, and God was with the lad and 
he grew and. dwelt in the wilder- 
ness.” 

That was the first well of Beershe- 
ba, which afterwards became a great 
“watering place” for the nomads of 
the desert, It: was known as_ the 
“place of seven wells.” Abraham 
dug one of them, when he went there 
fo make his peace with . Abimelech, 
the Philistine, and he “planted a 
grove in Beersheba and called there 
on the tiame of the Lord,” in witness 
of the treaty that he had entered in- 
to with Abimelech. Of these seven 
ancient wells of Beersheba, several 
still are sending 

5 SEO. aap. 
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ie afi of another by horse power. 
And Beersheba was Abraham’s 
“home town.” It was after that time 
when he.took young Isaac to make a 
sacrifice of him, when the ~. Lord 
tempted him to see how great was 
his love. It was only-a 3-day jour- 
ney out of Beersheba to the place 
where the sacrifice was to be made 
and where a ram, caught in the 
thorns of a thicket by his horns, sav- 
ed young Isaac’s life. And after it 
was all over the Book of Genesis re- 
cords, “Abraham “returned unto _ his 
young men and they rose up and 
went together to Beersheba and 
Abrahain dwelt at Beersheba.” 

It was from Beersheba that Jacob 
went to the place where he lay down 
upon a pillow. of stones and the lad- 
der came down to him from heaven. 

“And Jacob went from Beersheba 
and,went toward Heran, and he 
lighted upon a certain place and tar- 
ried there all night, because the sun 
was set, and he took of the stones 
of the place and put them for his pil- 
lows and lay down in that place. to 
sleep, and he dreamed, and.behold a 
ladder was set up on the earth and 
the top of it reached to heaven, and 
behold the angels of God ascending 
and descending on it.” 

And it was from Beersheba that 
Jacob afterwards, in his patriarchal 
days started on that visit “unto 
Joseph in the land of Egypt.” “And 
Jacob. rose from Beersheba, and the 
sons of Israel carried Jacob, their 
father, and their little ones, and their 
wives, in the wagons which Pharaoh 
had sent to carry him.” 

To the sanctuary of Beersheba it 
was, also, that long after the days of 
Abraham and Isaac and Jacob, Eli- 
jah, the prophet, fled from jae wrath 
of Jeze rel, the wile of Ahab. 

“And Jezebel sent a messenger tn- 
to Elijah sayinz, So let the gods do 
to me, and more also, if. I make not 
thy life of one of them by fomorrow 
about this time. And when he saw 
that, he arose and went for his life 
and came to Beersheba, which be- 
longeth to Judah, and left his ser- 
vants there also.” 

And here it was that Elijah had 
that providential banquet of “cake 
baken on the coals and a cruse of 
water at his head.” 

In long after years the Romans 
established a garrison at Beersheba, 
and the ruins that exist today date 
from that period. Later it appears 
to have heen the site of a bishopric 
of the carly Christian days, and re- 
mains of the churches still were 
standing in the Fourteenth Century. 

The Beersheba of today is a sort 
of “county seat,” the centre of a 
neighborhood of about 1,500 inhabi- 
tants, a railroad station, a post and 
telegraph office, having one main

Some plain speaking was heard at 
the Authors Club on the occasion of 
a dinner given to ex-Ambassador 
Gerard.

“Ask me to talk peace with a peo- 
ple like that! I say, ‘No, by God!’ 
They are pirates, barbarians, ruf- 
fians, with whom we cannot speak.”

We 
miust win, if it takes the last man 
and the last dollar!” The = entire 
gathering rose and cheered tumuitu- 
ously,

form English ports; he admits many 
vessels have disappeared of which no 
record exists, because they were 
“sunk without trace!”

Output of Artificial Ice Plants in 
U.S. to Be Curtailed 

A. great harvest of natural ice is 
Proposed by the United States fuel 
administration as a meayg of sav- 
ing coal this winter, Fiff€en. million 
tons of coal are used annually in 
American ice factories and sfefriger- 
ating plants. The winter ‘season 
manufactures cach year, without ex- 
pense to man, billions jof‘tons. of 
ice. Most of this is wasted. Every 
ton of natural ice which is harvested 
will take the place of a ton of arti- 
ficial ice and will save 500 pounds of 
coal. 

Dr. Garfield, fucl administrator, 
will take up with the ice companies 
plans for cutting and storing greater 
amounts of natural ice this winter 
than ever before. In addition every 
householdet, storekeeper and farmer 
who can obtain ice from nearby: riv- 
ers and ponds, and store it for use 
next summer, will be urged to do so. |

lines of fueleconomy.is. receiving 
the attention of the fuel administra- | 
tion. If this industry were concen- | 
trated in one third of these plants} 
the coal saving would be enormous.

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Thrift is Not Merely Saying| The Brightest Star | 


Many Things That Go to Make Up/Girius Is Four Hundred Times Size 


of Our Sun . 


Sirius, which astronomers say is 
the brightest star, is estimated to 
in round numbers, seventy jon 
miles distant—that is seventy follow- 
ed by twelve noughts. It is called a 
fixed star, but it moves about an inch 
a century. Yet that. movement, so 
microscopical as seen 4rom the earth, 
to be visible at all must represent a 
movement or speed of 1,909, miles 
a day. . 

If the sky is clear, look for Sirius 
tonight, and think that the light by 
which you sce it left the star nearly 
thirty years ago, yet light travels 
186,000 miles a second, and takes un- 
der eight minutes to pass from sun 
to earth, 

Compared with Sirius the sun is a 
mere flicker, a candle to an are light. 

lf.the two were to exchange places 
in the universe the sun would almost 
pop out of sight altogether, being 
barely visible to’ the naked cye, a 
star of the sixth magnitude. But this 
carth and all its boasted power and 
wealth would be shriveled up just 
like a bit of tow in a blast furnace, 
for Sirius, according to astronomical 
calculations, would fill all space rep- 
resénted by the orbit of the earth, 
being equal to four hundred suns, 


Chemicaliy considered, skim milk 
contains almost alf of the clements 
necessary for the support of life and 
the rebuilding of the tissues. Young 
animals will use it to great advantage 
in connection with other foods;

A dearth of fodder is the most 
dangerous aspect of the food situa- 
tion for Germany, which is trying to 
maintain large quantities of live 
stock.

Germany’s leading medical men 
now are more frank than ever in 


stating that the malnutrition, if con- 
tinued long, will mean the elimina- 


tion of the weakest, and they explair 
that night blindness is a disease now 
spreading in the fatherland, just as 
it did in the wake of famine_in the 
early periods of history. Neutral 
doctors testify to an increase in cases 
of perforation of the intestines as 
the result of lack of food. 

A repért just issued by insurance 
companies declares that malnutrition 
is only second to military service as 
the cause of death. According to 
their statistics for the years 1916 and 
1917, Munich had 8,409 births and 
12,418 deaths, compared with the 
previous years, 1913-1914 of 12,989 
births and 9,740 deaths. 


oss of Life by Fire 

In the four years, 1912-15, seven 
hundred and _ cighty-nine eople 
were burned to death in Canada and 
78 per cent. of those were women 
and children. Over 350 lives were 
lost in burning buildings, and it is 
significant that most of these deaths 
occurred in dwellings. As might be 
expected, the majority df the fires 
was>caused by criminal carclessness. 
This is especially true in regard to 
the kindling of fires with kerosene 
and gasolene, and permitting child~ 
ren to play with matches. Such dis- 
regard of the safety of human life 
constitutes a forcible indictment of 
the entire Canadian attitude towards 
the danger of fire.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATION, _ 


The sole head of a famuiy, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
Stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoka, Saskat- 
chewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the Dominion 
Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for the 
District? Entry by proxy may be 
madeat any Dominion Lands Agency 
(but not Sub-Agency); on certain con- 
ditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on 
a farm of at least 80 acres, on certain 
conditions. A habitable house is re- 


quired except where residence is per- 


orined in the vicinity. 

In certain districts « homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alougside his homestead. 
Prices $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after erning home- 
stead patent; also 50 acres extra culti- 
vation. Pre-emption patent may be 
odtained as soon as homestead pateiit 
on certain conditions, . 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take « purchased 
homestead in certain districts, Price. 
$3 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culti- 
vate 50 acres and erect «a house worth

reduction in case of rough, scrubby or 
stony land. Live stock may be sub- 
stituted for cultivation under certain 
conditions.
